Durrani Pays the Penalty 


of HiS Awful Crime, 


Closing Chapter of the Crime 


Of the Century. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Justica Shi 


ras of the United States Supreme 
Court lo-day refused the application 
o! Attorney Boaidcnan for writs stay- 
ing the execution of Thsodore Dur- 
rani, The npplicatioa waa made by 
Mr. Boardmau at the residence of the 
Justice before he went to the court 
room, and was in the same form aa 
the application made yesterday to 
Justices Brewer and Harlau. Justice 
Sbiras did not go into reasons for bis 
decision, but simply announced that 
be could not entertain the applica- 
tion. 


Boardman did not see the other 


members of tho court, but, after fail- 
ure with Justice Shims, announced 
his intention of making an effort in 
the same direction before the 
full 


Supreme Court. He will ask for o 
writ oi habeas corpua. 


Almost immediately after the mem- 


bers of tbe Supreme Court took their 
seats, B'mrdtuan presented the peti- 
tion for a writ ol habeas corpus. 
He 


had not been admitted to the bar, and 
to save timo presented a personal 
petition. 


Boardtuan read 
the 
petition .at 


length, consuming half an hour. The 
Justices asked many quus'ious to «et 
attheexaot status oi I be case.

Justices then retired to a conference 
room to consider the uase.

View with her son. Thp.ir meeting 
waa an affecting one, although both 
Btrovt- to maintain their cumuoHiire. 


Rev. Edward Davis, who had an- 


nounced his intention to accompany 
Dutrant upon the scaffold, was not 
admitted lo the prison this morning 
by Warden Hale, and as the prisoner 
refused to see either Chaplain Drahms 
or K»v. Win, Kader, the Protestant 
clergyman who visited him recently, 
it '.vaa decided by both the priponer 
and his mother that Rev. Father 
Layan should bs sent for. Thia w»s 
done, and the priest at 
once re- 


sponded 
and uaade the 
npcesRary 


arrangements for the baptism of Dor- 
rant into the Catholic faith. 


At 9:30 o'clock Warden Hale visited 


the death chamber for the purpose 
of reading the death warrant lo tbe 
condemned man, who listened to the 
well known contents of ibat document 
with respectful attention, but witU no 
outward sign of fear. 


Whun it was finally decided that 


Diirrant should accent the Catholic 
faith bis parents met Father Lagan in 


the Warden's office and accompanied 
him to the death chamber, where the 
prisoner was j:iven extreme unction 
and the service was performed. Dur- 
rant ev-nced the most lively interest 
in the service. He thea conversed 
with his parents for a few minutes, 
and shortly after 10 o'clock bade them 
farewell for the last time «nd pie- 
pared for his march to the scaffold. 


On the arrival of the first trail, 


from San Francisco the open space in 
front of the prison gate rapidly filled 
\vitb peopio, including many of those 
who held passes to tbe execution, as 
well as others attracted by curiosity. 
Among tbe throng were many physi- 
cians aud several officials of various 
counties. Dr. W. M. Lawler, Prison 
Surgeou, selected the following phy- 
sicians to assist bim at the scaffold: 
Dr. J. T. Jones of San B-»fael; Dr. Gr. 
W, Ichraaa of San Rafael; Dr. J. F. 
Morse of San Francisco and Dr, R.

Durrant began to speak at 10:34 and 


Ha delivered hii 
few sentences, al tiraei poorly con- 
Btrocted, fall of repetitions und pro- 
testations oi hia innocense, in a low 
aiog-BoniJ, growing elightly vehement 
as he declared that he was not guilty 
of the crimo for which he bad been 
sent to the Hallows. 


Hie father, who stood with reddened 


eyes, though tearless, on the fl lor in 
front cf his son, shoved back, tlie 
nearest b.v-Btanilsrs, aa thon^b fpatdil 
tbat they should fail in respect lo one 
BO near bis earthly end.
